Motivate yourself to succeed in college

“At Rancho Santiago College, we 
offer the programs and services you 
need to become a success in today’s 
highly competitive world. We offer 
you the kinds of programs you need, 
no matter what your goals are. 
Whether you want to complete the 
first two years of abachelor’s degree, 
earn a vocational education 
certificate of associate degree, or 
improve your professional skills, you 
can start today at Rancho Santiago 
College.”’ 
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This quote was taken from 
Chancellor Robert Jensen's 
introductory letter printed on the 
inside cover of the Fall 1986 Class 
Schedule. 

The back cover of the same class 
schedule boasts more than 140 
degrees available at RSC, and says 
“to make sure your time isn’t just 
spent blowing in the breeze, RSC 
offers support services such as 
counseling, financial aid, tutoring 
and scholarships.” 

If you are reading this, chances are 


good that you took their advice and 
enrolled in a class or two at RSC. 
Good for you. You've chose to take 
advantage of what a community 
college has to offer. 

With all of these great services, 
and more going for students, it is 
unfortunate that on the average 10 
percent of any college freshman 
class will drop out of school during 
their freshman year. The reasons 
why they drop out vary from student 
to student. 
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Eric Jensen, (no relation), 
author of ‘‘You Can Succeed - 
The Ultimate Study Guide for 
Students,’ outlines reasons 
for failure in college, and then 
offers some sound advice and 
positive steps to take to 
achieve self-motivation, 
which Jensen says is ‘‘the first 
and biggest step towards 
becoming the success you 
were meant to be.”’ 

Jensen, cites lack of a 
definite goal, laziness, poor 
relationships, poor study 
habits, excessive worry, 
negative personality traits, 
outside activities, lack of 
incegsivepdptiest.iliness and 
lackgof) imtelleetuat ability as 
reasons for failure in college. 
(If you are thinking to yourself, 
“what about lack of money?”, 
readpn in the Survival Guide 
under financial aid and jobs.) 

Any one of these things can 
cut your college stay short, but 
on the positive side, Jensen 
offers the following advice on 
overcoming problems and 
motivating yourself to 
succeed” 

—Set a Goal. Decide a field of 
study, whether it be business, 
acting, engineering, or 
ie Then define it. “It’s 
not enough to say | want to be 
a scientist,“” Jensen said. He 
Suggests ;-setting .long and 
. $hort term goals, thus creating 
self-induced. motivation, 
which helps you reach your 
goals. 

—Build Desire. Visualize your 
goals. Imagine yourself as that 
acclaimed actress, or the 
owner of a successful 
business. ‘Remember, there 
is no hope for students who 
lack desire to excel,’ says 
Jensen. Ba en Te = 

—Think. Rationally. ‘Don't 
Substitute guessing for 
thinking. If you have the choice 
of studying for a chemistry 
final, or going to see Whitney 
Houston at the Pacific 
Amphitheater, weigh your 
choices carefully. Are you 
doing poorly in chemistry? Or 
are you an A student and have 
a week left before the exam? 
—Develop Positive Personality 
Traits. “A positive person

attracts positive people, thug 
enabling mutual support and 
inspiration,’’ says Jensen. 

—Choose Friends Carefully. 
No one likes to be told how or 
‘who to choose as friends, but if 
you want to reach the goals 
you have set for yourself, it’s a 
lot easier to reach them when 
you are surrounded by 
supportive friends. 

—Have Faith in Yourself. This 
might be the most important of 
all the steps. You have got to 
believe in yourself. Don't let 
anyone put your abilities or 
aspirations down. 


—Give Reinforcement. Set up - 


a reward system for yourself. 


For example treat your’ Treat 


yourself when you do wellona 
test. Be careful not to make the 
goals too unreachable. 

—Get Specialized Knowledge. 
No one has ever died from 
asking a librarian for help. 
Don't be afraid to ask your 
instructor for help when you 
need it. 

—Develop Persistence. “‘A 
strong desire indicates your 
willingness to persist in 
making sacrifices to reach 
your goal,’ says Jensen. Don't 
let little things get you down, 
keep working towards your 
goals. ‘ 
—Take Action. ‘‘No book ever! 
read itself,’’ quips Jensen. 
“Action is the only thing which 
will reap the awards you 
want.” 

So, don't just sit there, take 
action. 


If this is your first semester 
of college and you've just 
graduated from high school, 
this message is for you.
